The steering committee, in discussing the
situation, finnlly decided to give their vote
to Benator Fuller, Chairman of the steering
commistee, in recognition of his services as
a leader, in case every member would pledge
himself to obey the commitiee.

The Declsive Moment at Hand.

A fexw minutes before the meeting of the
Assembly the Republiczns joined in a
chorus of "“Auld Laung Syoe' amid great
applsuge. The Democrats also struck up a
weiody, but of a rather more cheeriul nature,
The Republican Sleering Commitier ordered
thelr members not to answer in the preliminary
roll ¢all brnnmr Evans, however, disregarded
the rommn.ﬂ s Iujunction and Auswered
“hera" when his name was called. On the roll
of the Houss both Moore and Cockrell an-
swared “here” and were loudly applanded by
the Democrats and visitersin the gulleries,

Whbhen the name of
Morris, the colored ftepublican, was called, he
voted for Cicers J. Landley. The programme
now became for all the Bepuablicans to vote for
Lindley, it having been found impossible for
Fuller or any other man 1o receive the iull Re-
pulsican vote.
